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No violations 
discovered 
President says unaware 


in scenic route

No violation of state-approved 
county regulations drawn up to 
protect the corridor of the 19.5 mile 
State Rt. 1 scenic route between Las 
Cruces and Lompoc has been found, 
as a result of an investigation of so- 
called “ land scarification” work on 
private property about seven miles 
southeast of Lompoc. 


This determination has been made 
by the county counsel s office in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
county 
planning 
department, 
it 
was 
announced today. 


Assistant 
County 
Planning 
Director Carl Kraemer said final 
conclusions have been made in the 
case involving landowner Dibblee 
Poett and a contracting firm, Henry 
Antolini and Son, of Santa Maria 
The work by the stone company on 
the San Julian Rancho property of 
Dibblee “ is a permissible operation 
and 
falls 
within 
present 
regulations,” said Kraemer. 


Kraemer said the work of taking 
out top levels of rock material from 
a hillside overlooking the Cabrillo 
Scenic Highway had been stopped 
late 
last 
summer, 
after 
an 
investigation was made, on the basis 
of complaints from persons in the 
area. 


Dibblee and Antolini are being 
informed that the operation can 
proceed 
if 
desired, 
and 
that 
screening 
and 
replanting 
of 
disturbed areas are advisable. 
The activity on the Poett propery 


had caused some consternation in 
environmental circles in the valley 
as it came on the heels of a rock 
quarrying operation possibly also 
within the scenic corridor in the 
same general area. County officials 
say they’re not sure this work was 
done in the actual corridor. 


The rock quarrying operation had 
been conducted for the purpose of 
getting slabs of rock to fill in a 
freeway roadbed in the Ricon area 
south of Carpinteria This operation 
apparently was carried out before 
an investigation could be made. 


K ra e m e r 
declared 
that 
clarification has only just been 
made in the case partly because of 
the heavy work loads in both the 
legal and planning departments in 
recent months. 


Poett and Antolini are being 
informed that violations of the 
scenic corridor regulations, drawn 
up by the county and given state 
approval, could lead to the state 
making a determination to remove 
the scenic label from the highway 
which winds through gentle, rolling 
hills and farmland 


An 
inspection 
of 
the 
Poett 
property by John Gorin, North 
County planning department aide, 
was 
a 
key 
factor 
in 
the 
determination of no violation. Gorin 
reported he went to the site and 
found 
“ scarring 
is

minimal... a farmer or rancher 
plowing his land, under normal 
circumstances, could actually do 
more damage in terms of scarring."

President Nixon was unaware of a 
White House request to the Internal 
Revenue Service in 1972 to conduct 
audits of the tax returns of 575 
“ enemies” of the administration, a 
presidential spokesman said today. 
“ If the President had been aware 
of it,” said Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren, “ it would not 
have been submitted.” He said 
Nixon learned of the new “ enemies” 
list from news accounts. 
Warren told reporters, in response 
to a question, that Nixon “ of 
course” condemns the request by 
John W. Dean, then White House 
legal counsel, to the IRS. 
Congressional investigators said 
Thursday that the IRS ignored the 
audit request. 


At the same time, former IRS 
Commissioner Johnnie M. Walters 
did not complain to the Justice 
Department about White House 
efforts to turn the IRS into a 


political apparatus— an apparent 
violation of the law. 
Reporting Thursday on the results 
of a six-month investigation into the 
IR S ’ 
behavior 
under 
political 
pressure, the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation said it found no evidence 
the taxmen conducted harassing 
audits against the 575 taxpayers on 
Dean’s list. 
Laurence N. Woodworth, chief of 
staff for the joint committee, was 
not as sanguine about the IR S’ 
response to reported White House 
suggestions that the taxmen take it 
easy on seven “ friends.” 


Woodworth refused to identify any 
of the friends except one— New 
York osteopath Kenneth Riland, 
who treated President Nixon and 
accompanied him to China and who 
is under indictment for evasion of 
taxes. 


Others 
who 
reportedly 
were 
singled 
out 
for 
favorable 
tax 
treatment include actor John Wayne 
and evangelist Billy Graham, who 
has 
denied 
trying 
to use 
his 
influence with the Chief Executive 
to get out of tax troubles. 
The existence of the list of 575 
“ enemies” was not known until 
Woodworth's 
staff 
began 
its 
investigation. 
Walters said Dean, counsel to the 
President, presented him with the 
list on Sept. 11, 1972, and asked him 
“ to see what type of information 
could be developed concerning the 
people on the list.” 


Walters said he turned to his 
superior, 
Treasury 
Secretary 
George P. Shultz, who told him to 
“ do nothing.” 


So, Walters said, he locked the list 
in his safe and took it with him when 
he left government service on May 
21,1973. 


But neither he nor Shultz informed 
the 
Justice 
Department, 
the 
investigators said 
Last 
summer. 
Dean 
testified 
about his memo on “ how we can use 
the available federal machinery to 
screw our political enemies ” 
He told the Senate Watergate 
Committee that at a now famous 
Sept. 
15, 
1972, 
meeting 
Nixon 
complained about the IRS’ political 
irresponsiveness. 
Dean 
said 
he 
replied the IRS was staffed by a 
“ monstrous” bureaucracy of left­ 
over Democrats. Nixon replied he 
would change things after the elec­ 
tion. 
But 
Dean 
did 
not 
tell 
the 
Watergate committee about his visit 
with Walters four days before that 
meeting. 
Woodworth said Walters got the 
impression Dean wanted tax audits 
on the 575 “ and life made tough on 
them.”

GENEVA (U P I) - The first face- 
to-face

The conference got under way 
after a warning from Beirut that 
Palestinian guerrillas will “ crush 
Americans everywhere” until U.S. 
support of Israel ceases.

to Palestinian guerrillas warned 
Americans 
that 
if

U.S. 
government continued to support 
Israel “ we shall keep our promise to 
our people, namely to chase you 
everywhere and at all times to 
strike at you and crush you.” 


The statement purported to be 
from the 
same guerrillas who 
organized Monday’s attack at Rome 
airport that left 32 persons dead 
including several Americans. 
U.N. 
Secretary 
General Kurt 
Waldheim gaveled the session to 
order at 11:10 a.m. (5:10 a.m. EST), 
bringing together Israel, Egypt, 
Jordan, the United States and Soviet 
Union to discuss solving the 25-year 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Both Israeli and Egyptian sources 
said their foreign ministers, Abba

respectively, threatened to pull out 
of the talks even before in a last 
minute protocol hassle. 


U.N. officials had arranged seven 
separate tables in a heptagon and 
assigned the Israelis to sit next to 
the empty table where the Syrians, 


who pulled out of the talks Tuesday, 
would have been. 
The Israeli sources said Eban, 
saying this amounted to “ visually 
ostracizing” Israel, told Waldheim 
on arrival at the site that he would 
“ go home” unless this was changed. 
He dropped his objection to the 
seventh table itself.

Waldheim 
ushered them into separate rooms^ 
and began shuttling from one to 
another with proposals as the 10:30 
a.m. starting time passed.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Oilstate 
senators 
threatened

“ We’re at a total impasse,” Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., said. 
“ We’re really bogged down.” 
Oil-state senators led by Sen. Paul 
J. Fannin, R-Ariz., vowed to try to 
prevent approval of the bill because 
of a section dealing with “ windfall 
profits” of oil companies and other 
energy producers. 
Senate-House 
negotiators 
had 
reached a compromise agreement 
at an early conference today, but 


Fannin quickly made clear his 
objections, 
calling 
the 
bill 
“ abso lu tely 
unreal 
and 
unworkable.” 
Asked 
about 
the 
opposition, 
Jackson, floor manager of the bill, 
said: “ We’re in for a protracted, 
educational 
debate. 
They’re 
serious.” 
The conferees, working against 
pressure for congressional recess by 
nightfall and with the threat of a 
White House veto over their heads, 
met nearly an hour this morning 
before announcing the agreement. 
The big bone of contention dealt 
with 
windfall 
profits 
to 
oil 


companies 
and 
other 
energy 
producers. A House amendment to 
the bill would have allowed Nixon to 
control profits at a set level. 
Under the compromise approved 
for House and Senate action, the 
profits section would allow the 
President to set guidelines and 
definitions of “ windfall profits” 
now But the rebates he could order 
would not be set until Jan. 1, 1975, 
unless a separate law was passed in 
the interim. 
Fannin and some other conferees 
wanted any legislative action on 
profits put off until 1975 at the 
earliest. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash , 
sponsor of the Senate bill, said the 
agreement “ was a satisfactory one 
and that there were only two “ no” 
votes on the profits section.

There were rises of 4.9 per 
cent for cereals and bakery 
products, 3.5 per cent for

The BLS 
said 
the 
November price rise cut 
sharply into the purchasing 
power of 
the 
average 
weekly wage of rank and file 
workers. 
Average wages dropped 3 
cents to $147.60, but the 
actual purchasing power of 
gross 
average 
weekly 
earnings declined 0.5 per 
cent. Purchasing power of 
weekly 
payments 
paychecks, after deductions 
for federal taxes and social 
security, fell 0.6 per cent for

married 
worker with 
three dependents.

Working habits not likely to change

The proposed resolution setting up “ full­ 
time service” for members of the County 
Board of Supervisors is not likely to change 
drastically the working habits of the five 
men on the board, should it be adopted 
Monday, according to political observers in 
close touch with supervisors in recent 
years. 
The 
reason 
for this view 
is that 
supervisors can justifiably claim that 
attending to their duties both within and 
outside the office each week takes up 40 or 
more hours of time now 
A section of the proposed ordinance, 
placed on Monday’s agenda by Supervisor 
Charles 
F. 
Catterlin, 
specifies 
that 
supervisors give at least 40 hours’ service a 
week to their jobs, except for vacation 
time. 


Catterlin has a law practice on the side, 
and has made no announcement he will 
give it up, although he is known to have 
curtailed his legal work considerably in the 


three years he has been in office 
Another 
attorney 
on 
the 
board. 
Supervisor James M Slater, is said to be 
undecided as to how he will vote on the 
measure Slater’s law practice has also 
been hard hit due to the heavy schedule 
required of the Third District supervisor. 
Supervisor Frank Frost thus far is the 
only board member to say he opposes the 
resolution 
Frost was also the only supervisor to 
vote against a pay raise from $14,000 to 
$24,000 which the board voted for itself 
Dec. 3. 
He has taken the position that county 
supervisors, by the very nature of their 
many duties outside the office as well as 
inside, cannot have “ nine to five” hours. 
Frost is on part-time assignment as a 
UCSB faculty member 
The resolution, which does not have the 
force of law as would an ordinance, is 
expected to be passed by a 3-2 or 4 1 vote. 
Both north county supervisors, board 
chairman Francis H. Beattie and Curtis 
Tunnell, 
are 
seen 
as 
favoring 
the 


resolution, along with Catterlin 
Some county building observers termed 
the proposed resolution as an answer to 
public criticism that the board in jumping 
its salary to more than $24.000 did not 
specify it should be a full-time occupation 
It is now a part-time position, and only the 
state legislature can deem it otherwise 


Among those criticizing the fact that 
South Coast supervisors aren t in their 
offices 
every 
day 
has 
been 
former 
Supervisor Joe J 
Callahan, of Santa 
Barbara, who lost out in a bid for 
reelection to Catterlin Callahan made the 
public comment before the board recently 
he feels he has been in the County Building 
more 
time 
lately 
than 
the 
three 
supervisors whose main offices are there. 


However, supervisors have pointed out 
they are often required to attend night 
meetings, and are subject to call seven 
days a week at home or in the office. The 
pay raise as voted was based on the fact 
that their duties have expanded two-or 
three fold in recent years.

Substance abuse. Remember that term. That’s what his 
work is about. And a symptom of Bud s problems, to 
Lambert’s way of thinking. 
Lambert retired from the Air Force in 1971, surprising as 
it may seem He admits to a recent 40th birthday. Wearing 
over-the- ear hair (thinning on topi, a bandito mustache, 
and 1973 clothing styles, he looks 30. 
He earned a masters degree in sociology and claims a 
strong background in psychiatric counseling. 
Bud mentioned something about Lambert that rings true, 
“ I can just sit and talk for hours and hours with this man. I 
am not an educated man. but he talks my language. I can 
understand him; and he can talk with educated men. He’s 
got degrees. I think that’s a wonderful thing.” 
It’s easy to talk with Lambert when just talking to a 
sociologist is uncommon Most sociologists study social 
structure and system, which they call research. Lambert 
may be the only sociologist in California doing direct 
treatment of people, he thinks. 
His Air Force job lead him to the director position in 
Lompoc. As a noncomm he ran a social actions section, 
counseling airmen 
with 
substance 
abuse 
problems 
(alcoholism, drug addiction > and in race relations. 
What Lambert learned from his Air Force experiences 
about human behavior he incorporated in his Lompoc 
program. A main idea, which he still considers a hypothesis 
(a theory), is: some people solve their problems the wrong 
way — through alcohol or drugs. 
Bud said as much. 
When Lambert began one year ago his boss in Santa 
Barbara agreed to let him set up the program as he wanted. 
Now that program will be fazed out; and Lambert has been 
preparing his clients for this for the past weeks. 
Some clients, he tells them, are capable of carrying on 
self-sufficiently now. Others he tells will being a new 
relationship with his replacement, who will establish his 
own program. 
Not all cases have been as successful as Bud’s. 


More London bombing terror 


LONDON (U P I) — Extremists set off two bombs outside 
the Hilton Hotel in London today and postal workers in 
Dublin found two others in a pre-Christmas terror 
campaign that spanned two countries. 


The Hilton bombs packed inside empty cigarette pack­ 
ages blew the hood off a car parked beside the U.S.-owned 
hotel in the fashionable Mayfair district but caused no 
injuries. A Scotland Yard spokesman blamed the Irish 
Republican Army (IR A ) for the blast, but said there was no 
indication why the outlawed Roman Catholic extremist 
group picked the Hilton. 


The letter bombs discovered in the Irish Republic’s 
capital were defused before they exploded. 
Dublin authorities said 13 letter bombs have been re­ 
ceived in the Irish Republic within the past 24 hours, but 
declined comment on reports they were mailed by 
Protestant extremists in Northern Ireland in retaliation for 
the five-day-old IRA bomb campaign in London. 


The IRA launched its campaign in the British capital 
Monday Since then, 66 persons have been iniured in nine 
explosions ranging from letter bombs with explosives. 


Police said the two Hilton bombs exploded within 
minutes of each other on the car and in a doorway of the 
hotel.

mediately Fred Meyer Inc., 
gave him 87 bicycles from a 
railroad shipment to repair 
and assemble. 
Now he assembles all 
kinds of bicycles, tricycles, 
toys, furniture, patio and 
lawn 
furniture, 
garden 
equipment and between 200 
and 400 barbeques yearly for 
those who can’t do the 
assembly jobs themselves. 
Prices are generally under 
$10 per assembly. .

with

attachment and then find 
they can’t put the darned 
thing together,” he said. 
“ Each of these things can 
be a personal calamity.” 
“ It’s not so much the 
instructions that foil the 
pa rent‘assembler,” he said, 
as it bad tools used by 
persons 
who 
aren’t 
mechanically inclined. And 
most Americans aren’t, he 
said. 
“ There are more than 470 
screws, washers and seals 


in a 5-by-7-foot aluminum 
utility building,” Finjord 
said “ Can you see some guy 
trying to put that together in 
his back yard on a windy 
day? 
“ Many people don’t know 
how to put things together. 
Then they get frustrated ’ 
Finjord said the 10-speeds 
are the biggest headaches 
for parents because they are 
complicated and often come 
with metric sized nuts and 
bolts. 
“ Now. how are you going 
to put together a metric 10- 
speed bike? It’ll be a mess. 
And think how unsafe it will 
be to ride,” he said. 
“ I think that merchandise 
has gotten to a point where a 
person is wiser to go to 
someone who can assemble 
it,” he said. “ When you lose 
the part, you don’t have the 
toy.”

Today's Treasures 


Cottage pottery 


is folk art 


Bv Jean Barnes 


It was a privilege recently 
to view a co lle c tio n of 
Staffordshire cottage figures 
and gingerly handle the 
brightly colored individual 
pieces. And it was a pleasure 
to visit with the collector 
about his collection (I’ll call 
him, “ John,” to protect his 
privacy at his request). 
John has not spared any of 
his resources to bring togeth* 
er the pieces which make up 
this truly, fine collection. 
S t a f f o r d s h i r e p o t t e r y 
figures have been called 
England’s last folk art, he ex­ 
plained. Originating in the 
midland industrial county, 
they are unsophisticated and 
sometimes crudely executed 
but always entertaining. 
F re q u e n t ly known as 
chimney pieces, the cottage 
figures were meant to be a 
decorative item for the home 
of the common man. Because 
these homes were sparsely 
furnished the fireplace man­ 
tel often served as a piece of 
furniture, thus the term - 
chimney piece. 
If it were possible to gather 
every piece made during the 
late 18th and 19th centuries, 
the collector said, you would 
find almost a complete com­ 
mentary on that period of 
English history. 
Staffordshire potters also 
“ commented on the Ameri­ 
can way of life with such 
figures as Little Eva and Un- 
cle Tom, Jo h n Solomon 
R a r e y w ith his E n g l i s h 
stallion Cruiser and Bar- 
num's elephant Jumbo. 
Rarey, an American horse- 
tamer, performed before the 
royal family at Windsor and 
received the magnificent but 
uncontrollable stallion as a 
gift. He a c c e p t e d the 
challenge of the English cri­ 
tics who said the animal 
could not be tamed. With sup­ 
posed cruel and inhuman 
methods, Rarey did succeed 
in breaking the animal's 
spirit. 
John Astbury (1678-1743) 
was the first English potter to 
make figures and was a fine 
ceramic artist. His figures 
were crudely modeled and 
all were unmarked. When the 
term Astbury figures is used 
it is usually as a generic term 
to denote classification, the 
collector explained. 
Perhaps the best known 
name in Staffordshire pottery 
is that of Ralph Wood, whose 
work is the art of the potter at 
its finest. The Wood family 
was prolific and many of the 
descendents of Ralph and 
Aaron, his brother, were pot­ 
ters and figure makers. 
W o rk s by W a lto n and 
Ralph Salt represent a dif­ 
ferent type of Staffordshire 
figure. Although the Walton- 
type is primitive in concept 
and executed in a rough man­ 


ner, there is still a great deal 
of appeal in this work. Their 
contributions as folk artists 
were made between about 
1810 and 1850, Although 
fashioned a f t r the fine 
Meissen pieces of that era, 
this ware does not resemble 
Meissen in any way. 
Staffordshire 
cottage 
figures were made to appeal 
to a vast number of people, 
not only in England, hut in 
other countries as well. That 
appeal is not lost on today’s 
collectors. Whatever your 
“ bag” there will be some­ 
thing to interest you. 
Pieces were decorative 
and often functional. F<»r in­ 
stance. a small pottery castle 
was designed to hold spills, 
those twisted strips of paper 
that served as matches. 
Small huts, three to four in­ 
ches high, served as burners 
for pastille (incense), others 
were used as banks. Small 
boxes, finely ornamented, 
were holders for patches. 
John’s collection actually 
began with a Staffordshire 
dog which had been a family 
piece. This is perhaps the 
nest 
k n o w n 
of 
a l l 
Staffordshire pieces because 
it has been so w i d e l y 
reproduced. 
If this has whetted your in­ 
terest in Staffordshire, you 
will find several good books 
on the subject in your library. 
An hour or two in further stu­ 
dy will be rewarding.

It is not difficult these days to find the 
doomsdayers so it is with some joy that 
we all receive the news from leading 
economists of one of the nation’s largest 
banks, the Bank of America, that they 
predict a moderate real growth in the U.S. 
economy in 1974 and no recession. 


The annual forecast of the prestigious 
bank has, however, assumptions which 
must come true before they can predict 
with certainty the program of real growth. 
The first assumption is that Middle East 
oil production and exports will return to 
preconflict levels in the first quarter of 
1974. Should this not occur, the report says, 
then the possibility of a domestic recession 
would increase. 


The 
second 
assumption 
is 
that 
government 
programs 
to 
allocate 
available supplies of petroleum products 
will favor agriculture and industry. 
Should these conditions occur, the Bank

of America predicts that Gross National 
Product in current ppices should advance 
in 1974 by somewhat more than $100 billion 
or eight per cent. Three-fourths of the gain 
would be due to inflation. 
Getting closer to the man on the street 
and the family, the Bank predicts that 
consumer spending for nondurable goods 
and services will show gains next year. A 
significant share of these increases will be 
due to higher prices for nondurable goods, 
such as food and clothing, and the higher 
costs of services. Offsetting this, they say, 
personal income will increase due to 
modest employment gains and higher 
wage rates. 
It is our fervent hope that the upcominng 
Geneva Conference on the Middle East 
will provide the solution to the oil embargo 
and that sensible government programs 
will result in the allocation of petroleum 
products in order to make all of these 
predictions come true.

gering inflation and 
oil industry profit 
growth 
that 
will 
result 
from 
the 
actions 
of 
Mr. 
Nixon’s new enen 
czar, 
William 
Simon. 
A former investment banker, Mr, 
Simon believes that prices of fuel 
should be allowed to rise and that 
the main burden of cutting back 
should be on consumers and not on 
industry 
and 
commerce 
which 
consume 70 per cent of the nation's 
energy. Consider the impact of this 
cruel 
policy. 
First, 
poorer 
Americans will have to pay the rich 
for the pivilege of being their 
economic victims. Second, the rich 
oil industry will want to continue to 
limit supplies of oil and gas in 
anticipation of higher prices next 
month or the month after. This 
Simon cycle of disaster will only 
benefit the oil industry and will 
permit the continued coverup of 
sizable and readily exploitable oil 
and gas reserves in the Southwest 
which can 
relieve the present 
crunch. 
The White House knows that 
domestic supplies of gas and oil can 
be expanded but avoids publicizing 
any information other than that 
which comes from the oil industry. 
Astoundingly 
enough, 
the 
government chooses 
neither 
to 
exercise its subpoena power to get 
the facts from the major oil 
com panies 
nor 
to 
obtain 
independently the information about 
gas reserves, capped wells, the 
amount 
of 
secondary 
recovery 
available from partly exploited oil 
wells (estimated at many billions of 
barrels) and the extent of stored but 
unmarketed 
fuel 
around 
the 
country. 
On the demand side of the energy 
problem, the solutions can be found 
for the short term in preventing the 
collosal 
amount 
of 
waste 
by 
factories, office buildings and other 
industrial 
installations 
and 
equipment. Government experts are 
feeding data to Simon’s group about 
this waste which can be cut out 
quickly and simply by applying 
thrift. 
No 
loss 
of 
industrial 
production need result. Within days 
of strong government action, twenty 
per 
cent 
of 
corporate 
energy 
consumption could be saved. With 
equitable allocation extending from 
what is produced to who consumes, 
the energy crisis for the short term 
would evaporate. Indeed, already 
thriftier 
consumer 
actions 
are 
resulting in lower electricity and 
fuel usage. 
But too many industries now see 
that if they howl about the energy 
shortage, 
they 
can 
jump 
successfully on the bandwagon to 
get higher prices for themselves. 
Crying “ shortage, shortage’’ is also 
a way to escape antitrust and 


pollution 
law 
enforcement 
and 
carve more privileges out of a 
panicked Congress A stampede is 
under way to further concentrate 
economic power in the hands of 
fewer giant corporations at the 
expense of small businesses and the 
consumer and disease - prevention 
(environmental) movements. 
Members of Congress will be 
spending a few weeks in their home 
district over the Holidays and New 
Year. They need to hear citizens and 
small businesses demand a stop to 
this destruction of their rights that 
is proceeding from a contrived 
energy crisis of limited supplies and 
almost unlimited waste. If a person 
overeats 
continuously, can 
he 
complain of a shortage of food? 
Why should consumers be asked to 
breathe more pollution and cut back 
on their children’s school hours 
when neighboring plants and offices 
waste fuel and electricity like 
there’s no tomorrow? 


Citizens 
should 
write 
to 
companies in their town or city and 
ask them what they are doing to 
reduce waste? They should wnte to 
their state utility commission and 
ask why large corporate users of 
electricity pay half as much or less 
than the rates paid by homeowners 
or why electric companies are 
allowed to promote non-essential 
uses of electric power0 They should 
support Senator Adlai Stevenson s 
bill 
to 
establish 
a 
federal 
corporation to find and produce oil 
and gas from federal lands which 
belong to the people of this country 
Consumers need to form teams of 
neighbors who find and disclose 
waste of energy by factories, office 
building, 
school 
and 
other 
institutions. The Office of Energy 
Conservation in the Department of 
Interior can provide guides for such 
energy waste searches. Write them. 
Act now or pay much more in 
dollars and disease later

A m erica 
comparatively recently.

A 
young German immigrant, August 
Imgard, a youth of 21, is said to have 
introduced 
the 
Y ule 
tree 
to 
America. 


As Christmas drew near in 1847, it 
proved to young imgard a season of 
somewhat dismal anticipation.

which

the 
holiday in his homeland. So he 
decided to have one like those in 
Bavaria. 


Two other reasons were his niece 
and nephew. He wanted to bring 
added joy to their Christmas, and 
make it one they would never forget. 


He went into the woods and cut 
down a spruce tree. From the 
village tinsmith he obtained a 
twinkly star. The family made 
paper decorations, and thus the 
Christmas tree, as most of us know 
it, came into being. 


The townsfolks gathered around to 
admire it. Before long, the word had 
been spread far and wide, about the 
beautiful tree in Wooster, Ohio. 
America honors Imgard. His tomb 


stands on Madison Hill in Wooster 
This year, as in previous years, a 


Christmas tree will stand at the 
door to his tomb, a tribute to the 
man who is said to have brought to 
America the symbol of joy and 
peace and love that should be 
Christmas for all of us.
